cd ELIZABETH DOLE PICKED AS FIRST WOMAN 


SECRETARY OF TRANSPORTATION 


President Reagan announced on Jan 5 that he had chosen Elizabeth H. Dole to 
replace the resigning Drew Lewis as Secretary of Transportation. Mrs. Dole, 46, 
is the wife of Sertor Robert Dole, Republican of Kansas, who is chairman of the 
oe Finance Committee. She is currently presidential assistant for public 

jaison. 


Previously, President Reagan asked Chrysler Corporation chairman Lee lacocca to 
take the job, but he refused. 

The resignation of Drew Lewis, effective Feb 1, was reported in our last issue. 
NARP said that Lewis had (rather surprisingly) testified before Congress in sup- 
port of a $70 million project to convert Washington DC Union Station back into a 
rail station. (The plan calls for extending the tracks back where they should 
be and installing an automated baqcage handling systen,) 


Welcome to the first issue of 1983! And a special welcome to the many new 
subscribers who have recently joined us. 

The year just past was a good one for RTN. He know from your comments that 
you have noticed and appreciate our efforts to improve RIN. There was noticeable 
improvement over the course of 1982, but 1983 should bring the best improvements 
yet. Our number one priority is keeping RIN appearing on time. We did a better 
job of that in 1982, for we produced 22 of the 24 scheduled issues. In 1983 we 
aim to get all 24 of them out. 

As to the trains, the year begins with some sour notes; there are very grave 
threats to the existence of a large proportion of California's trains. The cone 
tinuing recession makes things difficult for all publicly funded trains, and 
there are periodic threats to reduce budgets because of meager amounts in public 
purses. 

As to Amtrak, the corporation is in a very good period, It has really begun 
to come into its own, a process which seemed to begin with the introduction of 
Superliner equipment in late 1980. Former Amtrak president Alan Boyd moved the 
corporation into new areas of income thru means other than passenger carrying: 
real estate, package express, etc. These additions give Amtrak added security, 
and the steadily rising income of Amtrak makes the corporation more palatable to 
money-conscious bureaucrats. Under Boyd, relations with Capitol Hill and the 
White House became almost as good as they possibly can. 

Amtrak's new president Graham Claytor hasn't yet put his imprint clearly upon 
Amtrak, but his style is beginning to make itself known, Under Claytor we think 
you can expect Amtrak to be run more like a business than a government agency, 
and the trains will begin to seem more like the trains of the better private 
railroads before the Amtrak era, We wouldn't be surprised if Claytor finds a 
way to bring back much of the service and amenities that others had thought were 
not possible under a quasi-governmental passenger system,

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RAIL CANADA 


CANADIAN BUS INDUSTRY is attacking VIA Rail, finding it too competitive in the 
intercity travel market. The Canadian Motor Coach Association, which represents 
11 bus companies, recently complained that VIA is focusing its attention on the 
most lucrative routes, those with the highest traffic, while abandoning routes in 
rural areas, which is just what the bus operators would like to do themselves. 
The association warned that unless VIA withdraws its competitiveness on heavy 
routes, the buses would need higher fares and abandonments of rural lines. 


VIA'S NEW UNIFORMS are pictured in a recent color 
brochure prepared for VIA employees. Shown here is 
a cover illustration from the folder, of a dining 
car steward's uniform. The coat is gray and the 
vest and "VIA" lettering are yellow, repeating the 
color scheme of VIA equipment. The yellow is prom- 
jnent on food service personnel uniforms. Colors 
in other uniforms are gray and burgundy, and char- 
coal gray vests for sleeping car personnel. Striped 
shirt and tie, and gray pants are common to all 
men's uniforms. Vomen have similar striped blouse 
and bow and choice of gray pants or skirt. 


THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT is raising the question of whether rail passenger serv- 
ice in Canada should not be dropped altogether. The Auditor General has issued a 
report on VIA Rail Canada which warns that "It is highly unlikely that federal 
payments to VIA can be contained within the limits set by cabinet in 1981 when 
major cutbacks were ordered." The Auditor General stated that subsidies to VIA 
amount to an average of $50 per passenger. Concludes the report, "the role of 
railway passenger services needs to be more precisely defined, particularly in 
relation to remote corridor, transcontinental and regional services... It is ime 
portant to note that an assessment of whether rail services are the best way of 
satisfying the travelling public's needs should include the possibility that they 
may not be justified when compared to competing modes of transportation." 

AN OTTAWA NEWSPAPER, The Citizen, recently editorialized about the Auditor 
General's report on VIA ( described above), agreeing that subsidies to VIA are 
inefficient and too expensive. "Perhaps the smartest decision made by VIA in the 
previous viscal year was the 20-per-cent reduction in services announced by Trans- 
port Hinister Jean-Luc Pepin.” 

VIA RAIL TOURS: For the third consecutive year, VIA has special tours for the 
Carnaval-Souvenir of Chicoutimi, in the "Old-Timers Train". They run two week- 
ends, leaving Montreal Feb 5 and 12, and returning the following Sundays. And 
again this year VIA will run trains to the Ottawa Winterlude. The winter event 
runs Feb 413. The famous Rideau Canal is frozen over and is the site of myriad 
skating and other ice events. The price from Montreal is $53, including train 
fare and one night at the Lord Elgin (double-occupancy price). 


CANADA'S STOL PROJECT (Short Takeoff and Landing) which was announced late 
last summer, was blasted in a Dec 31 release by Guy Chartrand, president of 
Transport 2000 Canada. Chartrand said the project is causing a controversy for 
these reasons: (1) |t will be used mostly by politicians and the affluent and not 
by the majority of passengers in the Montreal-Uttawa-Toronto route where it is to 
be inaugurated by about Feb 1984; (2) It will save only 20 minutes over reqular 
jet service; (3) It will rob airlines on the route of about 25% of their custom- 
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ers, causing more serious financial problems for them; (4) The $92 million the 
taxpayer would be putting in represents a big risk, for there are no assurances 
the money would be recouped; and (5) The failure of the costly Mirabel airport 
gives one second thoughts on an expensive new air service. Chartrand asked 
rhetorically "Will (Transport Minister) Pepin take the cuts in rail passenger 
service to the Maritimes and the West, which were supposed to have saved $100 
million, and reinvest the money in non-essential services like STOL?"

URBAN-SUBURBAN TRANSIT 


PASSAGE OF MICHIGAN'S State Transit package keeps SENTA from shutting down the 
Pontiac commuter trains as previously planned. It is not known whether previously 
cut runs would be restored, This package also saved a large number of bus runs. 
Also, the courts have turned over to SENTA tax money tied up in courts from a 
Tri-County (Wayne, Oakland, Nacomb) tax for transit on license plate registrations. 
The $2 billion-over-5-years package includes three major elements: 2¢ a gallon gas 
tax; 15% car registration fee increase; and 30% increase in commercial vehicle 
fees. The funds will be split between highways and other transit, The package 
causes renewed interest in the real possibility of new Bus-Train station for Flint. 
The new location is tentatively set for Dort Highway behind the Flint Mass Transit 
Authority garage and adjacent to the C&0 and GTW interchange. The station would 
also house over 30 daily Indian Trails and Greyhound runs. 

THE DEUKMEJIAN ADMINISTRATION in California has scheduled $450 million in high- 
way building projects for 1983, including $200 million worth that wil] come from 
funds generated by the new 5¢ per gallon federal gas tax. At the same time, it is 
attempting to cut out $11 miklion in commuter train and Amtrak 403-b projects. 

CONRAIL COMMUTER LINES takeover by local agencies in New York, New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania at the start of the year went pretty smoothly. Jan 3 was the first 
big day of commuting under the new operators. SEPTA ran about 108 trains instead 
of its normal 550, as per the plan described last issue, and it said it would re- 
sume full service on Jan 6, New Jersey Transit said early in the month that it 
had reached tentative agreements with most of the unions involved in the takeover. 
New York's MTA was running normal schedules Jan 3, and had announced some cont- 
ract agreements, altho the big UTU was setting a 30-day limit on work without a 
contract agreement. 

METRO-NORTH COMMUTER RAILROAD COMPANY, a division of the MIA, on Jan 1 began 
operating the former Conrail Harlem, Hudson and New Haven Lines; connecting ser- 
vice on the New Haven to Danbury CT, Waterbury CT and New Canaan CT. Also, by a 
service agreement with NJlransit, commuter rail service between Port Jervis NY 
and Hoboken NJ, and Spring Valley NY and Hoboken. Metro-North has about 5150 en- 
ployees; the company was officially formed on Sep 16, 1982, It operates about 
500 trains each weekday, with an estimated daily ridership of 175,000. 

OXNARD COMMUTER TRAIN is using equipment borrowed from the San Francisco Cal- 
train line. It cannot use the RTA commuter cars it leased because the P30 loco- 
motives it planned to handle them are being studied for accident-proneness. The 
Chicago RTA cars, now sitting idle, are nos. 7315, 7301, 7316, 7286, 7314 and 7309. 
They were moved to Los Angeles on the rear of the SOUTHWEST LIMITED of Nov 12. 

PITTSBURGH SUBWAY CONSTRUCTION began a year ago, on Jan 4, 1982, and on the 
year anniversary of that date subway officials said it would be running by late 
1984. The subway portion of the #80 million light rail system is 1.1 miles long. 

CUMBERLAND AVENUE STATION on Chicago's new O'Hare rapid transit extension was 
dedicated Dec 2 by Mayor Jane Byrne, who rode the first train to operate over the 
extension that fa. The line will officially open early in February. 

50 NEW YORK SUBWAY stations were blocked from being renovated when a state 
court on Jan 4 ruled they do not have adequate facilities for the handicapped. 

The Governor wants more control over New York's MTA, and has ordered a special 
study of the agency to advance that end. page 5 


HOW MUCH LONGER WILL CANADIANS WATCH THEIR 
TRAINS DISAPPEAR INTO OBLIVION ?

oO” July 27, 1981 Transport Minister Jean-j at the House of Commons Standing Trans- 


Luc Pepin announced a new Federal Gov- 
ernment program to revitalize and reshape 
Canada's passenger train services to meet 
the needs of the coming decade. However, 
part of that revitalization included the cut- 
back of 20% of our country's passenger 
routes, some of which were heavily-pat- 
ronized. Mr. Pepin said "It is necessary 
that the action be taken now in order to 
provide money for the equipment and other 
improvements that VIA needs to guarantee 
its future as a national and viable public 
transportation system.'' Only a year and 
a half later, we are learning that VIA Rail 
is in deep trouble, more than at any time 
in its short history. What happened? 

Why is VIA Rail so vulnerable? 

Two main reasons could explain this un- 
believable situation. First, when VIA 
Rail was created in 1977, it was establish- 
ed by means of a procedural device known 
as a "$1 vote.'' The effect of that proced- 
ure was to deny Members of Parliament 
any opportunity to debate the wisdom of 
creating this important corporation. There 
was unfortunately no VIA Rail Act. 

The VIA Rail management has never had 
the power to negotiate fixed-price contracts 
with both Canadian National and Canadian 
Pacific Railways for the services they ren- 
der. VIA Rail receives an additional bill- 
ing at the end of each year from the two 
railway companies, which totalled $16.7 
million for 1980 over and above the $340 
million already paid for that year. Asa 
former executive of VIA Rail once said, 
"'VIA Rail has to run like hell to stand 
still," 

In 1981 the government decided to cut 
passenger train services because it felt 
that the deficit was too high. The Minister 
of Transport and the Cabinet, instead of 
trying to solve the problems once and for 
all, decided to cut a hefty 20% of the serv- 
ices, without any public hearings, hoping 
that some of the money saved could be 
reinvested in badly needed new equipment; 
this being the second erroneous calculation 
which resulted in a large public outcry. 

In the House of Commons on October 20, 
1981 Mr. Pepin said "The Government con- 
tribution to VIA in 1980-81 was $450 mill- 
ion and it will reach $490 million in 1981- 
82." A few weeks later, the Auditor Gen- 
eral, Mr. Kenneth Dye, in his annual re- 
port said that VIA Rail's total cost to the 
taxpayers was $540 million in 1981. In 
addition to these figures, during a debate 
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port Committee on November 18, 1982, 
it was said that the deficit of VIA Rail 
could reach $640 million in 1982, when 
capital expenditures are included. So, we 
must conclude that even with important cut- 
backs, that the financial situation of VIA 
has deteriorated. The drop in passengers 
(the first since 1977) was over 1 million in 
1982, compared to 1981, mainly because of 
the route abandonments. The second main 
reason for the huge deficit is the unrelia- 
ble and expensive-to-maintain fleet of 
equipment that VIA bought at questionable 
prices (over $60 million’ for both CN and 
CP. For example, in 1980, out of VIA's 
total of 865 cars, 779 (90%) were wilt 
before 1955. Moreover, all VIA's diesel 
engines are railiners were built before 
1960. 
Meanwhile, the U.S. counterpart of 
VIA Rail, Amtrak, is operating more ef- 
ficiently. The Amtrak cost/revenue ratio 
which was 42.1% in 1981, is now reaching 
50.1%. The on-time performance of Am- 
trak trains was 80% in 1982, much better 
than their 57% average in 1979, Amtrak 
has better control over its costs and pays 
the operating railroads only what are 
called ''strictly avoidable costs", which 
essentially are those costs that the rail- 
road can prove were incurred only be- 
cause of services undertaken for Amtrak. 
VIA Rail, however, is billed for "long 
run variable costs, '' which include expenses 
that do not directly result from provision 
of services to the passenger carrier. Am- 
trak can also make some additional profits 
with mail contracts and operates its own 
parcel service. Amtrak also owns its 
repair facilities and major train stations 
(VIA doesn't), and operates a fleet of over 
1300 new passenger cars and diesels. The 
merits of these improvements have been 
shown thru Amtrak's better performance. 


The Amtrak operating deficit has decreased. 


It was $720 million in 1979, and is now 
$555 million in 1982 (in 1979 dollars it was 
only $433 million). 

We predict that without better transporta- 
tion policies and programs from Ottawa in 
the next few months, VIA Rail could col- 
lapse. The government has already been 
warned of this several times in the past, 
even by the ex-president of VIA Rail, Mr. 
Frank Roberts.

A PROPOSAL TO RESTORE ST. LOUIS-CARBONDALE 
RAIL PASSENGER SERVICE 
by William G. Wullenjohn 


It is proposed that the ST. LOUIS MULE and KANSAS CITY MULE be extended to 
Carbondale, Illinois via the Illinois Central Gulf in order to connect with the 
Chicago-New Orleans CITY OF NEW ORLEANS, It is further proposed that a thru bag- 
gage car, sleeping car and coach be operated between Kansas City and New Orleans. 
This service extension would provide the following benefits: 

1) Provide a direct connection with the MULE trains. The current train service 
which is in effect isolated at both end points is inherently weak. This connec- 
tion would dramatically improve the performance of the NULE trains and result in 
fewer subsidy dollars needed by the state and federal governments, 

2} The extension is cost-effective. The incremental revenues exceed the incre- 
mental expenses. 

3) Open up new travel markets. Trips would be possible between such markets as 
Kansas City - Memphis; St. Louis - Memphis; Kansas City - New Orleans; St. Louis - 
New Orleans; Bloomington - Carbondale; Springfield = Memphis; Belleville - Chicago; 
and many, many others, 

4) Replaces an extremely inconvenient middle-of-theenight connection and a long 
layover bus link via Gulf Transport, 

5) Offers checked baggage and express service to Kansas City, Jefferson City, 
Kirkwood, St. Louis and points south (or north). 

6) Opens the possibility for a U.S. mail contract, 

7) Offers first class service between Kansas City and points south, 

8) Adds only 190.8 train miles per day. 

9) The extension is only 95.4 miles long, of which 21.4 miles are currently 
traversed by passenger trains. 

10) The track is currently in good shape. The ICG employee timetable lists 50 
mph freight speeds on the freight-only segment and 79mph speeds on the passenger/ 
freight portion. It is possible that passenger speeds could be raised to /9mph on 
the current freight-only portion. 

11) Belleville, Illinois would be added as an unmanned passenger stop, and would 
draw upon numerous Metro-East cities for ridership. 

12) Offers Missouri and Illinois residents good service to the college campus 
at Carbondale. 

13) Allows thru equipment to be serviced and based at New Orleans. 

14) Does not require addition of any station personnel or construction of addi- 
tional facilities, except for Belleville, Illinois. 

15) Would provide Missouri residents with direct rail passenger service to New 


Orleans for the 1984 World's Fair. ay

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In order to permit a timely connection between the eastbound ST. LOUIS MULE and 
the southbound CITY OF NEW ORLEANS, it is proposed that the CITY depart Chicago at 
8:10pm rather than the current 6:10pm. The positive effects of this are: 
1) A good connection is made at Carbondale to receive passengers fom Kansas 
City and the southbound EAGLE. page 


2) Arrival times are more marketable at Memphis. The train will arrive at 
6:25am instead of 4:25am, permitting overnight trips from Chicago, Kansas City 
and St, Louis to Memphis. 

3) Two hours of extra servicing time are provided at Chicago. 

4) Two hours less of train idle time at New Orleans are necessary. 

5) Connections from the CARDINAL, MARQUETTE and INTERNATIONAL are improved or 
made practical. 

The negative effects are: 

' (1) Eastbound connection with SUNSET LIMITED is broken; however, it is be- 
lieved that this connection provided few if any passengers since there exists no 
connection between the eastbound SUNSET and the northbound CITY. 

2) Connection times at Chicago are lengthened for some trains (LAKE CITIES 
points beyond Battle Creek, EMPIRE BUILDER, LAKE SHORE and SAN FRANCISCO ZEPHYR) . 

3) Arrival times at Carbondale are set back to 1:32am from 11:32pm, which may 
cause some student inconvenience, but we believe it would be minor. 

4) Arrival times at New Orleans are set back from 12:15pm to 2:15pm. 

It is proposed that the ST. LOUIS MULE and the KANSAS CITY MULE have the fol- 
lowing equipment assignments: F40 locomotive, baggage car, 10/6 sleeper, Amfleet 
11 or Heritage coach, (Kansas City-St. Louis ale 32-seat Amdinette, 84-seat 
Amcoach, The latter two cars would operate to Carbondale and return on Fridays 
holidays and other peak demand periods. : 

This equipment assignment would require additional equipment: 2 F40 locomotives, 
3 baggage cars, 3 10/6 sleepers, and 3 Amfleet || coaches or Heritage coaches. 
The assignment would release from the current service one 84=-seat Amcoach. As an 
option, Amtrak could consider the rehabilitation and HEP conversion of three done 
sleeping cars, ex-Horthern Pacific, now in storage.

Nord came via NARP shortly before we went to press that Amtrak is now review- 
ing the proposed extension of the MULES to Carbondale. The city council of Belle- 
ville IL has endorsed the proposal. There has been no rail passenger service be- 
tween St. Louis and Carbondale since Amtrak took over on May 1, 1971. 


In order to facilitate the implementation of the MULE extension, it is pro- 
posed that Amtrak negotiate with the Mofac and ICG unions to reduce labor costs. 

The proposed operation should generate annual revenues of $4,445,865 using con- 
servative estimates, The associated annual expenses are estimated at $3,715,310. 
Amtrak would be required to supply railroad equipment for this operation at an 
estimated current value of $5,600,000 if Amfleet I| coaches are used and $3,980,- 
000 if Heritage fleet coaches are used. An optional expense included in this an- 
alysis is for possible station improvements at Belleville IL, $30,000. 

The operation would generate an excess of revenues over expenses of $730,555 
annually. The cost coverage ratio is 12 The investment payback period is 7./ 
years using Amfleet || coaches and 5,4 years using Heritage. The 15-year dis- 
counted rate of return using Amfleet || coaches is 9.8% and 16.5% using Heritage. 

These numbers indicate that the operation would generate substantial annual 
cash flows for Amtrak, Based upon this evaluation, the States of Missouri and 
Illinois should request Amtrak to initiate service at the earliest opportunity. 

(Revenue projections in this report are conservative; it is very likely that 
the actual financial performance would exceed our estimates.

DON'T PANIC ON AMTRAK 


How the Rail Corporation Takes Pains to See That Its 
Riders Travel Safely and Reach Their Destinations 
All in One Piece 


n RIN's "Panic Box" series we list major unusual occurrences that affect entire 

trains. But what happens to an individual who has a special problem while rid- 
ing an Amtrak train? What would happen if you discovered that aboard an Amtrak 
train your money had been lost? Or you suddenly took i117 Or missed your stop 
and had traveled 50 miles beyond it? Such things happen to riders almost daily 
on Amtrak, but the situations are too minor to list in the "Panic Box.” Here we 
try to give an idea of what you could expect Amtrak to do in one of these situa- 
tions. The examples below, taken from Amtrak records, give an idea of the prob- 
lems that happen to travelers and how Amtrak tries to handle then. 


The most common major unusual occurrences involving individual passengers on 
Amtrak trains generally fall into the categories of illness to a passenger, 
injuries aboard a train (commonly injuring hands in doors or seat adjustment mech- 

nisms or falling down Superliner stairs), a passenger being carried by (failing 
fo detrain at the proper station), or losing money or baggage by accident or theft. 
In addition, there is the fairly common occurrence of a passenger on an internati- 
onal train being refused permission to cross a border by customs inspectors. In 
the latter case, Amtrak typically transports the passenger back to his originat- 
ing city by bus or taxi at Amtrak's expense. With other kinds of occurrences, a 
look at Amtrak records convinces one that the rail corporation goes out of its 
way to guard the welfare of its customers. Here are some examples of recent 
problems that Amtrak's Passenger Services Department faced. 

In early October a couple traveling to Charlotte NC on the southbound PALMETTO 
were told by the conductor to stay aboard at Washington and the train would take 
them to their destination. However, Charlotte is on the route of the CRESCENT, 
and they should have changed trains in Washington.. The RF&P crew that came on at 
Washington discovered the error after the train had departed, and it was corrected 
by having the couple stay aboard as far as Rocky Mount NC, where they were trans- 
ferred to a bus for Charlotte, at Amtrak's expense. They were given comp] imentary 


meals aboard the PALMETTO, 
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A woman passenger traveling southbound on the CRESCENT in late July was injured 
when the lid on a towel dispenser in the women's lounge fell open and hit her on 
the head. The woman complained of a headache and was given aspirin by the crew, 
but refused further medical attention which was offered, 

In mid-July a passenger at Redding CA boarded the northbound COAST STARLIGHT 
instead of the southbound train, in error. The passenger reportedly became hys- 
terical and insisted on being let off the train in order to board no. 11. Due to 
her hysteria and insistence, and failure to be calmed by the crew's efforts, the 
crew arranged for no, 14 to make a special stop at a passing siding near Dunsmuir 
and she was assisted off the train. Train 11 was given special instructions to 
stop and pick her up, which it did without further incident. (The two trains 
stopped alongside each other at the siding.) 

A woman passenger last July, traveling to Erie PA on the westbound LAKE SHORE, 
was mistakenly detrained at Rochester by the conductor, At Amtrak's expense, she 
was put on a bus to Erie and given a complimentary breakfast. 

In a typical carry-by incident, an elderly male passenger, also on the west- 
bound LAKE SHORE last summer, was carried by to Syracuse, when he was bound for 
Utica. As there was no convenient bus schedule to Utica, Amtrak put him in a 
taxi at its own expense to return to his desired destination, 

Two women passengers suffered minor leg injuries when the outside door of an 
Amfleet car closed on them while they were detraining at Beltway Station MD from 
a NE Corridor train last summer, A trainman stayed behind to assist them, and 
a patrol car was called from Baltimore to the scene. First aid was administered. 

A father and his four children, traveling on the DESERT WIND to Burlington IA 
last summer ran into a health problem, The father suffered an insulin attack, 
and Amtrak had to detrain him at Salt Lake City, to be sent to a hospital. The 
four children remained aboard, and Amtrak arranged to take care of their meals 
and see that they met their mother at Burlington, 

A 16-year old boy, traveling alone from Portland to Los Angeles on the COAST 
STARLIGHT Jast June, had to be detrained at Klamath Falls because of an append- 
icitis attack. The Chemult Volunteer Ambulance took him to a hospital and Am- 
trak contacted his father in Los Angeles to advise him of the emergency. 

A passenger traveling with her husband on the northbound COAST STARLIGHT 
cut her middle finger severely while adjusting a coach seat on a Superliner car 
near Roseville CA. The train made a special stop at Roseville and she was 
taken to a hospital, where her finger required three stitches. Amtrak paid for 
a taxi to take her home to Sacramento, and evidently was paying also for the 
medical treatment. 

A passenger on the southbound CITY OF NEW ORLEANS last spring had a coach end 
door slam on her left hand, breaking two fingers. Amtrak detrained the passenger 
at Champaign IL, where she was treated at a hospital. She was housed overnight 
at a motel, and continued her trip to Mississippi on the next day's train, 

A man bought tickets one evening last spring at New York's Penn Station to travel 
the next day on the PALMETTO to Charleston SC to attend his father's funeral. As 
he checked his baggage, he discovered that he had been pickpocketed, and his tick- 
ets and checkbook were gone. The Amtrak station supervisor arranged for a re- 
placement no-value ticket for him, and filed a police report. 

The eastbound LAKE SHORE LIMITED missed a stop at Amsterdam NY one morning last 
spring, to pick up a high school group traveling to Worcester MA. The train was 
then held at Albany and the group was taxied there at a cost of $148 to Amtrak, 

A non-English-speaking passenger on the northbound COAST STARLIGHT late last 
spring was accidentally carried-by to San Jose (her destination was Salinas, and 
then Monterey by bus). A detraining crew member accompanied the Passenger to the 
bus station to be sure she boarded. the correct bus, while the Amtrak agent called 
her friends in Monterey to advise them that she would arrive by a late bus. 

On the same day, a 10-year old boy traveling alone on the southbound SILVER 
METEOR was detrained at Jacksonville because he did not have a ticket, did not know 
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his address, and had no telephone. He was traveling to visit his grandmother, but 
he did not know her address, and she had no telephone. He had no luggage. Amtrak 
put the boy in the custody of the Jacksonville Juvenile Shelter, who was to try to 
determine Lhe jocation of his relatives. 

A 14-year old boy, attending school in Utah, was to travel home to Pendleton, 
Oregon from Salt Lake City on the PIONEER late last spring. A travel agent had 
made an error and given the boy only the invoice and not the tickets, When the 
traveler arrived by bus at Salt Lake to board the train, the conductor refused to 
board him. However, Amtrak officials came to the rescue to prevent him from being 
stranded, as he had little money. Giving him a special ticket, they put him in a 
taxi to Ogden to catch the train, which by this time had departed. The boy's fam- 
ily was to take the matter up with the travel agent, who would also be billed for 
the taxi fare. 

When passengers create disturbances aboard trains or endanger or annoy other 
passengers, Amtrak removes them from the train. Records seem to show that such 
instances have been somewhat more common in recent months, possibly a result of 
hard economic times. However, they are really quite rare aboard Amtrak trains. 

In late October a passenger on train 66, the NIGHT OWL at Philadelphia was said 
to be causing a disturbance. Amtrak police there removed him from the train by 
force. He was found locked in the restroom of an Amfleet car. He suffered a bro- 
ken arm in the incident. 

Also in late October an elderly woman passenger on train 1, the SUNSET LIMITED, 
was reported creating a disturbance thruout the trip. Amtrak removed her from the 
train and placed her on a bus instead, 

It would appear that an Amtrak train is the best way of traveling if one wants 
to be well-protected from the hazards inherent in trips away from home. 


COMMENTS ON RTN 258 by Mike Blaszak 


The yard shown in "I Was a Mail-Order Bride" (RTN 258, p.9) was Santa Fels 21st 
Street Coach Yard in Chicago. This yard was vacated by Amtrak on Jun 30, 1981, 
when its 5-year lease on the property expired, and Chicago coach yard operations 
were consolidated in the 12% Street Yard. You could say the yard is more than 
"quasi-abandoned", as Santa Fe now has authority from the ICC to abandon its main 
line linking downtown Chicago and the yard with the Bridgeport drawbridge near 
Ashland Avenue. 

(Page 9:) | can't see how the proposed Budd maglev line would foreclose conven- 
tional train service between Chicago and Milwaukee. Consider that the proposed 
O'Hare terminal would be inconvenient to the south suburbs and northwest Indiana, 
and that a change of trains would be required for downtown-toedowntown travel, 
(Incidentally, the 32-minute 0'Hare-Milwaukee transit time quoted in the article 
would be shorter than CTA's time between O'Hare and Chicago.) As stated in my 
recent PTJ column, it would make better sense to extend this line to downtown Chi- 
cago in the event it is built. 

Contrary to the statement on page 13, PRR's NORTHERN ARROW continued on its 
overnight run between Cincinnati and Mackinaw City into the early 1960s (last run 
in 1961, | think), altho it was weekly only by that time. 

ILLINOIS STATION NOTES 

An Amtrak porter recently informed me that the rotting hulk of the Englewood 
station, on Chicago's South Side, had been torn down, presumably by Conrail. 

CaNW's Davis Street Station in Evanston was fire-damaged by vandals on Dec 1, 
but plans are to rebuild it. 

On BN, the village of Brookfield and Brookfield Zoo are negotiating an agree- 
ment to keep the Hollywood station in service. BN originally wanted to consolidate 
Brookfield operations at the new Prairie Avenue station. Meanwhile, a new shelter 
and extended platforms are being constructed at West Hinsdale. page 11 


* THE SPLIT ON THE SAN DIEGO BULLET TRAIN AMONG CRC RAIL SUPPORTERS 


Byron Nordberg, like many of his 
fellow residents in North San Diego 
County, actively opposes a proposed 
160 m.p.h. bullet train between Los 
Angeles and San Diego. 

But unlike the others, Nordberg 
has been mining the waters against 
the train in his capacity as president 
of the state’s only lobbying group 
for better California rail passenger 
service. 

With several other members of 
Citizens for Rail California follow- 
ing his lead, Nordberg is calling the 
proposal a $3-billion white elephant 
that would not be patronized and 
would kill cheaper efforts to im- 
prove the present Amtrak line. 

The irony of dedicated rail sup- 
porters harshly criticizing the pro- 
posal has not been lost on other op- 
ponents of the bullet train. An 
organized group of more than 600 
has embraced Nordberg’s offers of 
assistance in fighting the privately 
financed project on environmental 
and economic grounds. 


Anger at Statements 


The irony has not been lost either 
on members of Nordberg’s group 
who are willing to give the proposal 
a chance, including Carl Schier- 
meyer, a former vice president of 
the group and now an official of the 
firm that wants to build the train. 
They are angry at Nordberg’s pub- 
lic statements, which they believe 
are locking the group into a position 
that could ultimately ruin its effec- 
tiveness. | 

A statewide meeting of the 700- 
member group may be held as early 
as this month to try to hammer outa 
position statement. 

But that meeting could prove as 
bitter as the present debate over the 
planned 130-mile line, which is be- 
ing promoted by Ametican High 
Speed Rail Corp., a new firm whose 
two top officials formerly worked 
for Amtrak. 

' The company hopes to begin con- 
struction late this year and com- 
plete the job by 1988. But it must 
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first meet several state government 
requirements, overcome environ- 
mental opponents and complete 
studies to convince investors that 
the line can be run at a profit. 

“CRC is incredibly angered over 
this project and (those who suggest 
otherwise) are a smal! minority,” 
said Nordberg, a retired U.S. Marine 
colonel and private transportation 
consultant in Oceanside. 

But Sacramento member Leif 
Lang, who works in the train sec- 
tion of the California Department of 
Transportation, believes that the 
group is probably divided 50-50. 
“It’s clear there's a pretty serious 
internal split,” Lang said. 

Co-founder George Falcon, at- 
tempting to put the best possible 
light on matters, said there is no 
split because there is no official po- 
sition yet. “We want more facts,” 
Falcon said. “Byron is speaking 
without authority and should be 
reprimanded,” oe 

Whether authorized or not, 
Nordberg has blasted the train on 
radio, helped coastal opponents re- 
fine arguments and planted doubts 
among city officials as chairman of 
Oceanside’s transportation advisory 
committee. 

Basically, citizens group mem- 
bers led by Nordberg de not believe 
figures from American High Speed, 
which show that 60,000 people a day 
would ride 86 trains. The Amtrak 
line carries about 3,000 passengers a 
day on 14 trains. 

Ridership Potential Questioned 

“The ridership just wouldn’t be 
there,” said Adrian Herzog of 
Chatsworth, vice president of the 
group. “We see a limit for potential 
riders to 16 daily Amtrak roundtrips 
(32 trains) with running times be- 
tween 114 and two hours.” 

Since its founding in 1975, the or- 
ganization has given important 
backing to successful efforts by 
Caltrans and Amtrak to increase the 
number of daily Amtrak trains. 
There are 14, compared to six in 
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1975, as well as more trains between 
Los Angeles and San Francisco. In 
addition, the state has appropriated 
money for station and roadbed im- 
provements. 

Nordberg’s backers see the pre- 
sent service at the takevff point for 
expansion at a fraction of the cost 
for a single-line bullet train. 

“The present railroad system is 
vastly underutilized and a new one 
just isn’t needed from scratch,” Noel 
Braymer, Los Angeles area director 
of the group, said. “The Japanese 
built their bullet train to compen- 

sate for a line already at overcapacity.” 

. A bullet train would be a colossal failure 
and destroy all the work done up until now on 
Amtrak,” Herzog added. A 

But to members open to the proposal, it is 
the five years. of effort to improve Amtrak 
service that should be counted as a failure. 
With a one-way running time of 2 hours and 
45 minutes between Los Angeles and San 
Diego, the trains run 10 minutes slower than 
they did seven years ago. There is coopera- 
tion by private freight railroads, which own 
the rails and participate only to the minimum 
required by law. 

“We've had a total lack of progress with 
the railroads,” Lang said. ‘We haven’t even 
been able to get stations renovated after five 
years of having money available. I don’t want 
to kill off a bullet train at this point, because 
something brand new can prove to be much 
better than the existing service. 

‘No Reason to Oppose It’ 


“If it's a private venture, there’s no reason 
to oppose it if capitalists can raise the money 
to invest.” 

Schiermeyer of American High Speed said 
Nordberg’s plans for Southern California net- 
work based on Amtrak would be “the ideal 
solution if everyone cooperated.” 

“If I were Santa Fe and believed the (bullet 
train) ridership estimates, I would invest 
several hundred million dollars with Amtrak 
and get the average speed of trains up to 70 
m.p.h. (from, the present 52). At that speed, 
you'd crack the market,” he said. 

“But the railroads aren’t the least bit inter- 
ested and there are no institutional arrange- 
ments to shove plans down their throats.”

Greg Thompson, a doctoral candidate in 
transportation studies at the University of 
California, Irvine, and a researcher. for the 
rail group, called Nordberg’s plans a pie-in- 
the-sky fantasy that has damaged the group's 
credibility. 

Plan Ridiculed 

In particular, Thompson ridiculed a plan by 
Nordberg and Herzog for train service from 
San Diego to San Francisco by way of San 
Bernardino, avoiding Los Angeles. 

“After seven years of lobbying, we still 
have no operating improvements on Amtrak 
to speak of and trains are less cost-effective 
than before. Now we have a live proposal (for 
a bullet train) with private money that we at 
least ought to back cautiously for the moment 
until, we see if the figures prove correct or 
not,” he said. 

He predicted that the rail group would 
break up into impotent factions if the issue is 
not resolved shortly. In fact, Lang and other 
Northern California members are gearing to 
oust the officers at the upcoming annual 
meeting next month. 

But Falcon want to head off a permanent 
split. To that end, he wants an official position 
on the bullet train worked out immediately. 

“We need more information, period,” Fai- 
con said. “But we shouldn’t close our minds, 
either. I’ve seen marketing studies not worth 
a plugged nickel,” said Falcon, who publishes 
Key Magazine in Los Angeles. “But I have 
the highest respect for the people putting this 
project together. They’re not dreamers.”

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%& A TEN-YEAR RAIL SETBACK IN CALIFORNIA 
Anti-Train Governor Axing Most Passenger Trains 
O ne wonders whether California's new Governor, George Deukmejian, realizes 
what a can of worms he is opening in coming down so hard: on rail passenger 
transportation in the state. Even before his Jan 10 State of the State Message, 
it was well known that Deukmejian was set to cut out funds for all the 403—b 
trains in the state budget except the SAN DIEGANS, as well as axing the newly- 
inaugurated Oxnard-Los Angeles commuter trains, and sparing only the long-standing 
San Francisco-San Jose commute runs. When his Jan 10 address was made, the Gove i 
ernor went out of his way to refer to trains as "exotic alternative transportation 
schemes"--a quotation that was repeated over and over in the press and which may 
live on with some of Spiro Agnew's fancy phrases. 
Deukmejian (his name was misspelled in our last issue) is obviously no lover of 
trains. He is evidently a lover of cars and highways, for he said he seeks to 
build and repair freeways instead, and he obviously would like to see everyone in 
the state driving around in cars instead of riding mass transit or trains. 
His proposed budget for the next fiscal year (which begins July 1) would elin- 
inate 75% of the daily roundtrip rail miles between Los Angeles and the Bay Area 
(in cutting out the two SAN JOAGUINS and the SPIRIT OF CALIFORNIA), would leave 
the entire San Joaquin Valley without rail service, would eliminate rail service 
to Yosemite National Park for all Americans, would cut out the commuter service 
between L.A. and Oxnard which took four years of negotiation to realize, and 
would set the state back ten years in rail passenger accomplishments. Not only 
that, but the planned restoration of the San Francisco-Monteray DEL MONTE is put 
in serious jeopardy, as there are no funds in the Deukmejian budget to run it, 
altho funds to improve the line and prepare for the startup are in the current 


budget. a

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The state faces a deficit of $1.5 billion in the next fiscal year, and the + 
$11 million that Deukmejian seeks to save by eliminating trains represents only 


seven=tenths of one percent of the deficit, but it creates a maximum amount of 
hardship in the state by striking so sharply at the transportation infrastruc- 
ture that the people of the state depend upon. Deukmejian wants a better busi- 
ness Climate in the state, but he has to realize that ‘navel is a necessary part 
and parcel of business, As State A semblyman Sam Farr of Carmel told the Mont- 
erey Peninsula Herald, "This issue (of loss of DEL MONTE funds) affects tourism 
on the Monterey Peninsula and the administration wants to eliminate it," 

Actually, the threatened trains could be operated for less than $11 million, 
according to a Caltrans source, Cuts in Caltrans could be made in a more useful, 
more thoughtful way. Instead of cutting out the trains that are operated, the 
demonstration projects program could be eliminated, the technical assistance 
reat be cut, the bus transit section could be eliminated, the transfer 
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“facilities and services section could be expended--a Jot of fat could be cut 


from Caltrans without eliminating the trains. Perhaps the best way of saving 
the state's trains would be to take them out of Mass Transit and place them in 

a separate organization somewhat like Now Jersey Transit, that would be insulated 
from politics. A Caltrans source suggested a proposed California Passenger Rail 
Program, which could be operated with unt about 10-20 people, saving a good deal 
of money. Also, new funding sources should be considered. The coming gas tax 
could be partially used for helping the 403-b program. (Rail supporters inter- 
ested in the gas tax idea should write to Bill Lockyer, in care of the State 
Capitol, Sacramento CA 95814, urging him to support the use of 20% of it for the 


403-b funding progran.)

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There is a good chance of saving the trains, if rail supporters write letters 
to their legislators. The budget won't take effect until July 1, and the trains 
will run at least until then (except the Oxnard commuter, which could be cut off 
with short notice; the funds being used for it could run out very soon). 

On Jan 12 a press conference of rail supporters was held at the Sacramento 
Aatrak station, with a heavy attendance from the media. Widely quoted by the 
press was Catherine Thompson of Citizens for Rail California, who said that the 
cuts would wipe out all these trains, but would not save enough money to build one 
mile of freeway. Wayne Holdgren of Modern Transit Society of Sacramento spoke. 
(Sacramento seems more concerned about the SPIRIT than the Bay Area does-=the train 
has never been well advertised in the San Francisco area. 

According to a Caltrans source, the SAN DIEGANS and the San Francisco Peninsula 
trains won't survive either, even tho their funding remains in, for Caltrans will 
not under the new administration make a POSITIVE effort to promote trains. !f the 
administration decides from its very first day that these trains are not cost- 
effective, they will certainly be inclined to cut out the rest later. 

It is said that the SPIRIT is not garnering a very high ridership. However, 
its passenger miles/train mile (eM/THS of about 75 in its first year is higher 
than the 103eb SAN DIEGANS in their first year--70 PN/TN. Likewise with the new 
SAN JOAQUIN runs--their performance does not differ greatly from the SAN DIEGANS 
except that they are newer and haven't built up as much clientele yet. 

The proposal to extend the SPIRIT to Reno, Nevada is still being discussed, and 
a hearing on the matter is being held in Reno on Jan 19, Extension of the train 
to Reno would certainly help its ridership and make it more secure in the eyes of 
the budgeteers, but extension won't come unless the train is first saved. 

Caltrans blames Amtrak in part for not helping the SAN JOAQUINS ae more. A 
Caltrans proposal for a Pittsburg CA station and for trackwork at Port Chicago to 
eliminate time-consuming switching are just now being agreed upon by Amtrak, a 
year after they were requested, : 

What are needed most to help save the trains are letters. The nost critical 
persons to write to are: Willie Brown, Speaker of the Assembly; David Roberti, 
President Proetem of the Senate; John Vasconcellos, chairman of the Assembly Ways 
and Neans Committee; Senator Al Alquist.

THAT AUTO-TRAIN SERVICE on Amtrak is being planned is more than a speculation, 
as we noted in issue 257. A Denver newspaper reported the plan, according to 
NARP, The run would be between the Northeast and Florida, as with the defunct 
Auto-Train Corporation, Amtrak's Board of Directors reportedly is to be asked 
to approve the project at its Jan 19 meeting in Hashington. The Denver report 
said that auto-carrying routes in other locations could be added in the future. 
In RIN 257 we reported that the four sets of twin-unit diners being converted 
to head-end power by Amtrak are earmarked for the auto-carrying service....e 

ALL AMDINETTES AND CLUB CARS in the Midwest have been reassigned to the North- 
east Corridor, and Amcafes substituted on the Midwestern runs. The cars were 
reassigned to Metroliner service, NARP and other rail supporters questioned and 
complained about this move. Amtrak's Marketing Department justified the move 
as giving "the greatest benefit to the Corporation" at this time. The Department 
may be right, but the attitude expressed bothers us. Shouldn't Amtrak be con- 
cerned with the greatest benefit to rail passengers rather than to itself? 
(Remember "What's good for General Motors is good for America"?) Marketing said 
that when all the Anfleet 11 food service cars are delivered, the corporation 
would reevaluate the assignments..c.. 

& & & 

AMTRAK'S TOTAL REVENUE in fiscal year 1982 was $51.5 million higher than the 
previous year, the corporation bragged in a Dec 31 release. And this in spite 
of a 12.6% decline in passenger miles. Said Amtrak, "The decline was attributed 
to the general recession, to discounted air fares, and to a startup period re- 
quired by Amtrak's new computer reservation system in the first quarter of the 
fiscal year. Amtrak, which ranks behind only four domestic airlines and one bus 
company in total passengers served, maintained its ridership base at 19 million 
passengers in FY 1982 compared to 20.6 million in 1981, Amtrak also showed a 
healthy increase in annual total revenue, from $506.3 million in 1981 to $557.8 
million in 1982, 

"Amtrak officials predict a 10% increase in rail passenger traffic for 1983, 
along with a 22% increase in total corporate revenue. The Air Transport Assoc= 
fation of America is predicitng a modest 3 to 5% upturn in 1983 airline passen- 
ger traffic. In addition to improving its 1982 revenue, Amtrak was also able to 
improve service to its customers at the same time... ticket revenue in 1982 was 
more than $426 million, with the rest coming from other corporate profit centers 
such as real estate, sales of surplus cars, assembling mass transit cars for 
other companies, and by overhauling equipment for state transit authorities. 
And... Amtrak racked up a 79.1% on-time record, the best in the company's 11- 
year history, Improved on-time, combined with service improvements on board 
the trains and the conversion to all-electric equipment, has reduced customer 
complaints by 50% in 1981 and another 25% in 1982, 

"While Amtrak does not offer ‘Bullet Train’ service, its Metroliner Service 
trains reach speeds of 110mph in the NE Corridor, And Amtrak has requested 
that the federally mandated speed limit there be increased to 120mph in 1983, 
page 16 


Such performance has enabled the corporation to reduce its running times in the 
NE Corridor to 2:49 hours between Washington and New York City. Even conven- 
tional passenger trains in the Corridor are making schedules that are the fast- 
est ever operated due to all the improvements in the NE Corridor... 

Amtrak said that the "crowning touch" of its 1982 highlights was the reduc- 
tion of 70 hours per week in the overall system schedule, "a promise of more

DISCOUNT FARE COMING? It was reported to us that information came over the 
Aatrak Arrow system that a new "All Aboard Fare", rather similar to the defunct 
Anywhere Fare that offered a roundtrip to anywhere on the Amtrak system for $225, 
would be announced very soon. As we go to press, no announcement has been made 
by Amtrak, and reportedly the corporation is still considering the special fare 
promotion, NARP said that it had been trying to impress upon Amtrak the "desper- 
ate" need for more competitive fares, especially outside the NE Corridor, to 
"hoost sagging ridership." Meanwhile, on Jan 12, Amtrak announced a new market- 
ing campaign with the "All Aboard Amtrak" slogan (but no All Aboard Fare) in a 
press release which read in part: "A new slogan, ‘All Aobard Amtrak,' replaces the 
now retired "America's Getting Into Training," introduced in 1979, which, in turn, 
had replaced "WE've Been Working on the Railroad," that had been Amtrak's adver- 
tising and promotional theme since 1976. Amtrak's VP-Sales Jim Callery in a press 
briefing here said that each slogan represented a different phase of Amtrak's 
historic development. The earliest slogan, he said, represented what was going on 
at the time. Amtrak was beginning to acquire new equipment to replace the 'roll- 
ing antiques! inherited when it began service in 1971, Congress authorized what 
was to become the $2.5 billion NE Corridor Improvement Project. Amtrak was begin- 
ning to get its act together. 

"The later slogan, ‘America's Getting Into Training,’ which became one of the 
best known jingles on radio and television, represented distinct gains in customer 
acceptance. As more and improved equipment, including the magnificent new double- 
deck Superliners, came into service, Amtrak's on-time performance and other serv- 
ice criteria also improved. The new slogan, Nr. Callery added, doesn't ask for 
patience and understanding, as did 'We've Been Working on the Railroad' and is 
far more aggressive than was ‘America's Getting Into Training.' ‘All Aboard Aa- 
trak' is positive, single-minded and memorable. It signifies what we are today 
and what we will be for the future. It is a phrase that reflects all the rich 
heritage of the railroad and is a powerful call to action.'® 

"yP-Transportation Marketing Robert Gall said that the new slogan and arket- 
ing approach results in part from a research study to examine travelers' prefer- 
ences and perceptions about all modes of transportation including Amtrak. The 
results indicated six major characteristics people want from a carrier: (1) an 
extensive national network; (2) modern equipment; (3) solid on-time performance; 
(4) strong on-board amenities; (5) fast, convenient reservation and ticketing 
systems, and (6) a stable, reliable organization. While Amtrak offers all of these 
features, unfortunately many of the persons surveyed did not know we could deliver 
these benefits. The need to combat misconceptions resulted in our new communica- 
tions strategy. A new theme was the next logical step,’ said Gall. Mr Callery 
pointed out Amtrak is truly more a nationwide carrier than are any of the major 
airlines, serving more cities (over 500) than off of them combined... Amtrak's 
first ads appearing this week will be in 'a frankly competitive spirit' and will 
appear under such headlines as, ‘Maybe Your Next Flight Should Be on a Train! 
and 'Not Everyone Was Meant to Fly.' 'This new look,' Mr. Gall said, ‘was 
designed to position Amtrak strongly as the major competitor we are and to con- 
vince the traveling public that Amtrak provides those things that make passenger 
train travel the better alternative.'" Amtrak said that its ads would appear in 


such nationwide publications as Time, National Geographic and USA Perit 47 
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AMTRAK AUTU-FERRY SERVICE: A further word: Just as we go to press, we have in- 
formation on the proposed revival of Auto-Train-type service on the East Coast. 
Evidently it is to run Lorton VA-Sanford FL, as did the Autc-Train, Amtrak would 
take over use of Auto-Train's Sanford terminal, which is still owned by the bank- 
rupt company's liquidators, The Lorton VA terminal has been sold to another party.

Amtrak 
could apparently either lease or purchase auto-carrying cars from the Auto-Train 
liquidators, The Orlando (FL) Sentinel (Jan 8) quoted Congressman William Lehman 
of Miami, who is chairman of the House Appropriations Transportation subcommittee, 
as saying he would like the service to extend to Miami. He expressed some con- 
cern that the project might increase Amtrak's subsidy needs, but said he would 
support it if it helped tourism in Florida.

Amtrak's ridership figures 
for November, given here, 
have just been released by 
the corporation. The October 
figures appeared in RIN 258. 

Overall, Amtrak system 
ridership was down 7% con- 
pared to 1981--a disappoint- 
ing fact after the 2.7% drop 
in October. In spite of the 
Thanksgiving holidays in 
November, the termination of 
the discount "Anyuhere Fare" 
probably cost Amtrak patron 
age. 

Patronage was pretty much 
down across the board, with 
all categories of trains suf- 
fering. In the short dist- 
ance category, only two 
routes showed small increas- 
es. Under long distance, 
the LAKE SHORE LIMITED put 
on a notable showing, with a 
10.72 increase. Obviously, 
the effects of the recession 
are shown in thse figures. 
The Special Train category 
was up a hefty amount, 

(The EMPIRE BUILDER's in- 
crease of 19.4% was due to 
a change from tri-weekly to 
daily operation.) 

For comparison figures, 
the system total ridership 
in Nov 1981 was 1,546,559 
(which was down 6.5% from 
Nov 1980) . 

The 100% drop for Port- 
land-Eugene reflects the 
discontinuance of service 
on that route (except for 
the COAST STARLIGHT).

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tion facilities; finding more trains with lounges, diners and domes; introduction 
of New Crean EraTiner service; truly first class service on the SILVER METEOR 
and SILVER STAR; improvements to the Amfleet coaches; and many more changes to 
make trayel] easier and better, It has taken Amtrak management many years to be 
in a position in which it is able to offer better and more convenient services. 
The success of the LAKE SHORE LIMITED can be cited as a perfect example of this. 
It wasn't long ago that tracks east of Rensselaer connecting to the Boston and 
Albany route had been torn up, and now the LAKE SHORE is one of Antrak's most 
popular runs.
